^HEREAS the Laws relating to the Qualifications and Preamble, 
summoning of Jurors and the Formation of Juries and 
striking of Special Juries in Ireland require to be amended 
and consolidated : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excel- 
5 lent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 



I. From and after the Periods hereby appointed for the Commence- Certam Acts 
ment of this Act, the several Acts and Parts of Acts set forth in the ^ cts , a e r _ 3 0 
10 First Schedule to this Act annexed, to the Extent to which such Acts pealed from
